Complete Destruction Threatens a City of Ten Thousand 


People—Property May All Be Destroyed 


But Many Lives Are Saved 


Topeka, Kan,, May 30.—It is thought now the fire will 


finish what the flood may leave in North Topeka. Burning 
houses are floating through the streets and setting fire to 
others. The property loss will reach into the millions. 
Scores of men in tree tops are yelling for help, and women 
and children though standing on the highest places, are up 
to their necks in the water. The current is so strong it is 
impossible to reach these places. Gangs have been organ- 
izing to row as near as possible and swim the remainder of 
the distance to effect rescues. The current is sweeping 
across the city from the north. People are dropping from 
the tops of houses and trees, having become exhausted by 
their eighteen hours imprisonment and are swept away. 


Topeka, Kan., May 30.—At 


midnight the fire on the east 
side of Kansas Avenue, North 
Topeka, was rapidly taking 
the remaining buildings. So 
much burning wreckage 
is 


floating that the destruction 
of the remaining houses is re- 
garded as certain. 


THE LAST REPORT. 
Topeka, Kan., May 31, 2 a. 


m.—Rain the past two hours 
has tended to check the fires. 
The loss of life is at least 200 
and may exceed this estimate.

swered 109 aJarms, all apparatus,, -and 
traveled an aggregate of 257 '-jiiles in 
going to the scenes of the fires: These 
alarms necessitated the laying ot 15,- 
550 feet of hose and the raising of 
910 feet of ladders. 
The 
total prop- 


erty loss for the year was $10,797.93; 
the total insurance threatened 
was 


$235,000; the total insurance loss was 
$9,612. 


The men in the department number 


thirty-one including the chief. There 
aie three captains, two engineers, two 
stokers, two truckmen, eight drivers, 
and thirteen hosemen. The department 
has on hand nineteen head of horses. 


Chief Devoic told the commission- 


ers that the house on West Main street 
is not fitted for the purpose of a hose- 
house because of its location, its size 
and its lack of ventilation. He recom- 
mends that the house be 
sold 
and 


that upon a suitable 
site there 
be 


erected a house large enough for all 
of the apparatus now on West Mam 
street and also with an office for the 
department and a room large enough 
for the battery of the electric alarm 
system. 


In the rear of the 
Morgan 
street 


house there is a wooden shed which 
is partly used for a stable and for the 
housing of the hook and ladder truck 
This shed he says is in a dangerous 
condition and should be 
torn 
away 


and a brick building erected 
in its 


stend. 


The report calls attention to thp fact 


that mistakes often occur in sending 
alarms over telephones and that the 
Gamewell electric alarm system should 
be extended by adding more boxes. The 
system was installed in 3897 with sev- 
en boxes and since that time 
two 


other boxes were added. 
The chief 


says that twenty-one new boxes should 
be added to the system. 


Tho expenses of 
the 
department 


during the last fiscal year were $36,- 
821.82. The 
big items were $22,SOS for 


salaries and $1652 for feed. There is 
another item of $6667 for the 
new 


house on North Main street but that 
is not one of the regular items of ex- 
pense. 


Outside of the feed bill for the horses 


there is no item that regularly exceeds 
$300. 


The estimated expense for the cur- 


rent year is $31,116, but this does not 
include any provision for the addition 
to thp electric alarm system. 


The feed item for the current year is 


estimated at. $1700 and salaries at $26,- 
420. 
The chief also estimates that $300 


will be needed during the current year 
for horses. 


Gasoline stoves are charged 
with 


twelve fires and "unknown" has a like 
number charged.

false alarms and defective flues and 
electric wires

DAMAGE WAS CAUSED BY HEAT.

The strawberry growers are all but 


'.•disconsolate over the conditions which 


face them this season. The local sea- 
son has been on for three pr four 
days and the growers say that another 
week will end the season. Even in a 
season of ten clays they might under 
certain circumstances do fairly well 
but not so this year. 


Tu. P. Provost who has been in the 
berry business for nearly twenty years 
said yesterday that 
he 
anticipated 
about one-third of an average 
ciop 


but he admitted tha.t 
the 
weather 


conditions of the coming week would 
have a marked influence on the possi- 
bilities. 


During- April when there was 
on 


several occasions freezing temperatuiu 
there were many predictions that as 
a result of the cold the berry crop 
•would bu mined. His experience has 
lead Pro\cst to believe that the dam- 
age was caused 
Ijy the heat and not 


by the cold. 
Sp -aking of the condi- 


tions yesterday he said: 
"The cold 


•weather did not hurt the berries. Of 
course some of them weiG frost killed 
I 


but the big shortjge. is not clue to that 
cause. 
The freezing weather 
killed 


only an occasional plant or its blooms 
where the plants were not well cov- 
ered. 
The damage to the beny crop 


was done by the heat which proceeded 
the recent rains. 
The young berries 
were cooked. 
Then after the rain the 


temperatiue was so high 
that 
the 


steam from the wet 
ground 
cooked 


those that had not been killed by the 
dry heat. 
If the heat had come 
on 


gradually after the lain the damage 
would have been less "perhaps now but 
there Is no remedy now. 
I estimate 
that the crop this year will be not 
to exceed one-third of an 
aveiagr. 


The conditions dining- the coming week 
may be so favora'ole as to increase the 
crop but I am allowing some for th.it. 
Thus far this season I have not deliv- 
ered as many as a dozen eases in a 
single day and it is not uncommon 
during u. good season to 
deliver 
as 


many as 45 cases in a day so that thus 
far we are not getting more than _'3 
per cent c.f the average. 
Of course 


there are among the berries that are 
being put on thf market some very 
fine fruit, but that is not the rule. 
Even in yeais when the crop is short 
or averages poor there are berries that 
are far above thf- average quality. 
have some and luo-p seen fruit offered 
by other growers that was exception- 
ally fine but that s the exception and 
not the iiilf."

The new public library building, the 


'Uift of Andrew Carnegie to the city 
of Decatur, is completed. It will be 
opened to the public about July 1 or 
as near that time as possible. Several 
weeks will be required to move the 
books and get seettled in 
the 
new 


building. 


The total cost of the new library is 


about $65,000. The gift to the city from 
Mr. Carnegie was $60,000 and the oth- 
er $5,000 will be made up by the city. 
There were some extras which made 
the cost greater than was expected. 


The new building is satisfactory in 


every way. It is handsome and com- 
plete and is arranged for the comfort 
and convenience ot Ihe pations 
and 


attendants. 


Around the room against the walls 
are book shelves of the same kind of 
wood as the other wood work. 


This room 
w i l l he supplied with 


handsome tables and chairs, made of 
oak of a shade a little darker than ne 
woodwork. The room is well lighted 
by windows at the front of the building 
and on tho north side. All of the intei- 
lor finish was furnished by the Deca- 
tur Lumber Co. 


Reference Room. 


In the reference room all of the 


reference books ot the library will be 
kept. This room is also decorated in 
gtoen and book shelves are all around 
the room against the wall and extend- 
ing up about five feet from the floor. 
Just \\est of the reference room am 
It is without doubt the most ele- adjoining by doors are two small study

The library board considered for a 


long time and made much research 
before deciding upon the plans an 
design of the building and finally se 
lee-ted a building with which the pub 
lie is certainly 
pleased. 


DESCRIPTIVE. 


The new library building is flS fee 


long across the front and is 6S fee 
deep in the center. There are tw 
stories and a basement. The building 
is of Bedford stone, gray in color. Th 
lot is 190x 190 feet in size. 


The idea of the style of the build 


ing is an adaptation of tho chissica 
with a view of giving the greater 
possible dignity which the 
prac-tica. 


character of the plans will admit. The 
building is decoratecT with Greek de- 
tails but the chief charm is its sim- 
plicity. 


The building has an east frontage on 


North Main street and in front is 
wide concrete walk, with steps at the 
edge of the sidewalk. Extending from 
the latter to the curbing of the street 
is another wide walk with two steps 
at the curbing, making a convenient 
place for vehicles to drive up an per- 
sons to alight. 


Imposing Entrance. 


The building has a 
massive and 


beautiful appearance. On each side o£ 
the entrance will be electric- lights on 
fancy posts coming up through tho 
center of the 'stone posts of the steps. 


Over the door is 
the 
inscription 


"Open to All" and higher up on the 
front of the building are the words 
carved in the stone, "Free Public Li- 
brary." 


The entrance to the building is im- 


posing. There are double glass dnors 
but outside of these is a heavy wood- 
en sliding door which can be closed 
at night and serves as a protection to 
the glass doors. 


The Vestibule. 


There is a good sized vestibule with 


handsome Mosaic floor and finished in 
Italian scagliola work, which looks like 
a red marble. It has the same appear- 
ance as the polished marble and was 
put in the building by an Italian. 


On the north wall of the vestibule

If they are 
ambitious to succeed in the work, they 
may later take the six week training 
at some of the summer schools of Ir- 
biary training, and come back to us 
with added knowledge and enthusiasm 
for the work.

assistants who thoroughly understand 
their work can hardly be overestimat- 
ed. This means not only the technical 
side of tho work, but the human side

The mines of Col- 
orado, California. Alaska

gold-produ'.-lng legions of the west add

and thiee-fourths of this output soes 
to the mints. The yeaily coinage of 
gold actually approaches in value the 
entire circulation of silver dollars. 


The tieasury holds in trust, against 


outstanding gold certificates, four hun- 
dred million dollars in gold coin. These 
gold certificates 
range from 
twenty 


dollars to ten thousand dolluis. They 
are issued from the treasury in ex- 
change for gold coin 01 bullion, and are 
just as good as gold. The Knglishm.in 
wears his potkets out tarrying gold 
coin around with him: the American 
prefers to have his inon^j in the form 
of representative paper 
that can br 


folded 
compactly 
In his 
waistcoat 


pocket. In the sub-treasury at New 
York, recently. I picked up a h.uidful 
of gold certifeates of the value of 
three millions, six hundred thousand 
dollars: the bundle 
could be stowed 


away in one's hip pocket, but it rep- 
resented seven tons of gold. 
Stored 


in the vaults of the building at the 
time was a hoard of gold coin of the 
value of two hundred million dollms. 
In .one vault, no larger than the bed- 
room of H Now York flat, was an ag- 
gregate of seventy-eight million dollars 
in.gold. 
This was stored in little 


•white bags stowed away in scores of 
steel boxes, covering the four walls 
of the room from tloor to ceiling. Ev- 
ery box was sealed ami some of the 
seals were dated several years back. 
The first thought, at sight of this 
gold hoard, is that it is idle money. 
but it should be recalled th.it all of it 
Is In circulation by proxy in the form 
of gold certificates.—June Success.

It is generally believed that inventors 
re an unfortunate class of individuals 
who struggle through life surrounded 
by an insurmountable barrier of pe- 
nury and misfortune. This, doubtless, 
is true of many cases, but the obverse 
af the picture is gratifying and full of 
encouragement. 
Innumerable 
in- 


stances could be given where compar- 
n 


atively large fortunes have been made 
out 
of 
a 
simple 
article, 


which 
necessitated 
neither 
elab- 


orate design nor great initial expendi- 
ture, and, when judged from a strictly 
utilitarian point of view, did not pos- 


psess any practical value. 


Some or the largest fortunes appear 


to have been derived from the inven- 
tion of trivialities and novelties, such 
as the once popular toy known 
as 


"Dancing Jimcrow," which for several 
years is said to have yielded its pat- 
entee an annual income of upward of 


C$75,000. The sale of another toy—"John 


Gilpin"—enriched its lucky inventor 
to the extent of $100,000 a year as 
long as it continued to enjoy the un- 
expected popularity that 
greeted 
it 


when first placed upon the market. Mr. 
•Plimpton, the inventor of the roller 


j, skate, made $1,000,000 out of his idea, 
I; and the gentleman who first thought 


of placing a rubber tip at the end of 
lead pencils made quite $100,000 a year 


* by means of his simple improvement. 


When Harvey Kennedy 
introduced 


I the shoe lace he made $2.500.000, and 


the ordinary umbrella benefited six 
people by as much as $10,000,000. The 


, Howard patent for boiling sugar in 


• vacuo proved a lucrative investment 


for the capitalists, who were able to 
remunerate the inventor on a colossal 
scale. 
It is estimated that his in- 


come averaged between $200.000 nnd 
$250,000 per annum. 
At first the pro- 


cess proved an entire failure and had 
to be laid aside as useless. It was not 
until an old German workman casually 
made a suggestion for a possible im- 
provement that it was once more tried. 
The suggestion was improved 
xipon 


and the invention rendered successful, 
Ail sugar refiners who used the new 
method allowed Mr. Howard a royalty 
of 
twenty-four 
cents 'per hundred- 


weight on the raw material passing 
through the process. 


Sir J»siah Mason, the inventor of the 


Improved steel pen, made an enormous 
fortune, and on his 
death 
English 


charities benefited by many millions 
of dollars. 
He was one of the most 


generous of men, and during his life 
gave enormous sums to hospitals and 
industrial schools. 
The patentee of 


the pen for shading in different colors 
derived a yearly income of about Si'OO.- 
000 from this ingenious contrivance. It 
is stated that the wooden ball with an 
elastic attached yielded over $50,000 a 
year. 
Many readers will remember a 


legal action which took place some 
years ago, when in the course of the 
evidence it transpired that the invent- 
or of the metal plates used for protect- 
ing the soles and heels of shoes from 
wear sold 12,000,000 plates in U79, ami 
in 18S7 the number reached a total of 


$143,000,000, which realized profits of 
$1,150,000 for the year. 


Women seem also to possess the in- 


ventive faculty, and, indeed, they must 
find plenty of scope for new ideas, as 
there are 
hundreds of little things 


waiting to be superseded by simple 
appliances that will minimize hand- 
work and obviate the necessity of so 
much toil being daily expended in the 
household. 
The lady who invented 


the modern baby carriage enriched her- 
self to the extent 
of .$50,000; and a 


young lady living at Port Elizabeth, 
South Africa, devised the simple toilet 
requisite, knowTi as the "Mary Ander- 
son" curling iron, from which she de- 
i ives royalties amounting to 
$500 a 


year. It was the wife of a clergyman 
who designed ail improvement for the 
corset and made a fortune out of it. 
Instances of ladies 
bringing forward 


inventions which have added to per- 
sonal comfort and general utility could 
be given ad infinitum. 
They occupy 


all ranks of society, from the 
poor 


struggling seamstress to the impress 
of France, who. by the way, invented 
a dress improver, which years ago 
developed into the then fashionable 
crinoline. 
The gimlet-pointed screw, 


the idea of a little girl, brought many 
millions of dollars to the clever in- 
ventor. 
Miss Knight, a young lady 


of exceptional talents, was gifted with 
wonderful mechanical powers, as will 
be seen by the complicated mechanism 
of her machine for making paper bags. 
We are tolrl she refused $30.000 for it 
shortly after taking out the patent. 


The history of the wire-wound gun, 


which was invented by J. Longridge, 
the famous engineer, throws some light 
on the insouciance find apathy that 
formerly 
enveloped the British war 


office. 
Longridge 
invented 
the gun 


in 1S54, and did all in his power to 
place it before the 
authrAi ities, but 


they would have nothing to do \ \ i t h it. 
Thirty years afterward, however, the 
ordnance department at AVoolwich sub- 
jected one of the guns to exhaustive 
tests, 
and so satisfactoi y were the 


results that they declared that noth- 
ing could equal it for heavy ordnanc e. 
Unfortunately, the inventor died fiom 
a broken heart before this end 
was 


attained. 
Another case 
illustrating 


the treatment, sometimes met°d out to 
inventors by the English war office is 
that of Dr. Conan Doyle, the popular 
author of "Sherlock Molmes," who 
i e- 


cently discovered a way to insure ap- 
proximate accuracy in high-angle 
or 


dropping rifle fire, the need of which 
has so often been felt in the present 
war in the 
Transvaal. The

states that the apparatus would

Doyle remarks, the invention might be 
absolute rubbish or it, might -be epoch- 
making, but he has been given no 
chance of either explaining or

trating it. 


The machine with which the Broth- 


ers Morloy in the latter years of the 
eighteenth century, made their enor-. 
mous fortune was the stocking loom, 
invented three generations earlier by 
the Rev. William Lee, a Fellow of St. 
John's College, Cambridge, 
England. 


Lee's life story is full of sadness. Ac- 
cording to one account Lee, falling in 
love with and marrying an innkeeper's 
daughter, lost- his Fellowship and was 
consequently reduced to extreme pov- 
erty. The wife knitted stockings for a 
living, and the husband, sitting by her 
side as she worked, watched the intri- 
cate movements of her hands, and was 
thereby led to speculate on the possi- 
bility of constructing a machine that 
would do the work move expeditiously. 
Lee came to grief, because his machine 
was believed to be a device for throw- 
ing people out of employment. He went 
ultimately to France, where he died 
poor and friendless, 
a disappointed 


man. Many years afterward 
English 


legislators so appreciated the value of 
the stocking loom that they prohibited 
its exportation; and so jealous 
was 


parliament of foreign competition that 
it seems to _have been doubtful, even 
as late aa the middle of the eighteenth 
century, whether it was lawful even 
to publish a technical description 
of 


the apparatus. 
When the frame was 


introduced it completely revolutionized 
the stocking trade, piodiicing 1,500 
loops per minute as against 100 loops 
in skilled hand-knitting. 


It is difficult to realize that the art 


of perforating paper was unknown f i f - 
ty years ago. 
Prior to 1854 postage

Prof. P. G, Holden Is Planning To Car- 


ry On Important Experi- 


mental Work. 


IOWA AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


Anticipate Some Astonishing Results 


In New Undertaking. 


The 
Iowa 
experiment 
station, 


through Piofessor P. G. Holden, head 
of the department of agronomy, and 
his assistants, is planning1 to carry on 
some work with 
oat 
breeding- that 


promises to be productive of some re- 
markable results. Progressive farmers 
are aware of what has already been 
accomplished with the breeding and 
improvement of corn. 
There is no 


reason why equally and perhaps even, 
greater results may not be accomplish- 
ed with the breeding of oats. At any 
rate, the Iowa experiment station is 
about to undertake the matter, and 
we venture from the interest that has 
already been stirred up in the stale 
regarding corn improvement that the 
farmers of Iowa will stand behind the 
work that Professor 
Holdcn is so. 


carefully planning with oats. 


Breed to Strengthen Stalk. 


Questioned concerning his plans with 


oats, Professor Itolden said: 


"I am 
thoroughly convinced 
that 


each stamp. 
was tried by the

The Teacher and His Salary. 


The school board agreed to pay him 


845 per month. He taught a school sat- 
sfaetory to the patrons. At least they 
'heard no complaint," and he was re- 
;mployerl at $50 per month. At the end 
of that, the second year, it was noised 
about that he was a good teacher. The 
Matrons were interested, the children 
mxious to work and the school board 
vere awakening to the situation. The 
teacher is still there, 
this being his 


sixth year and his salary hns reached 
S55 per month. At the end of the third 
year the old building ceased to meet 
the demands and a new one was erect- 
ed, costing $1,540, 


The New Building. 


The new building is a strong, sub- 


stantial structure, but not necessarily 
imposing. It contains a fine basement 
and tin excellent furnace which cost 
$175. 
The mam entrance is from the 


south. Besides the main door there are 
entrances to cloak rooms, one on the 
left for girls, the- other on the right for 
boys, both fitted with towels, wash 
basins, etc. In the rear is a small room 
used for library books, storage, etc., 
and contains the entrance to the base- 
ment. It contains tine blackboards and, 
which is the case with most of the 
schools in this county now, the walls 
are neatly papered. 


As we di ivc upon the knoll we find 


ten young trees that were added during 
the past two years, besides what na- 
ture had given. 


Tho Garden. 


In the rear of the yard is a small 


garden Inclosed by a rail fence built by 
the teacher and the pupils. 
In this

Silk Worms. 


Scrnie silk worm eggs, we learned, 


were purchased from a merchant/three 
years ago. 
Kince then they have been 


protected each winter till they hatch 
in spring. 
All the stages of this inter- 


esting metamorphose are watched by 
the pupils in the schooL 
A year ago 


over 5,000 eggs hatched. Moat of the 
larva died for want of food, as they 
hatched too early. 
The children feed 


them on hedge leaves, although they 
live also on mulberry leaves. 


Among the collection were scores of 


butterflies, one a paradise of beauty 
as though dressed in rainbow tinted 
colors and like an angel had dipped ita 
wings in the golden rays of a "set- 
ting sun.

of the World was Near.

The year 1S18 was without a sum- 


mer. The weather was so cold that 
ice was frozen, every day in June and 
every month experienced 
frost and 


freezing weather. June 17th was the 
memorable date, as a big snow fell 
to the depth of ten Inches and many 
people were frozen to 
death. 
The 


mean temperature of

summer 


months was 45 degrees and the crops 
were failures, the weather being too 
<-nld for vegetation of any kind. July 
and August were colder than June and 
ice was an inch thick or more. On Aug. 
!J() another heavy snow fell 
and

entire summer was

and 


dreary as November.

CORNER EASt MAIN AND FRANKLIN. 


One of. the engineers who was c.n- 


ployed by the British government in 
the construction of the gigantic dam 
at Aaeouan, on the Upper Nile, return- 
ed a day or two ago to England, after 
a brief visit to the United States, lie 
came to the United States convinced 
that this Nile dam, which in some 
of. its details represents his experience 
and ability is unmatched by any aich- 
tecture of like character elsewhere in 
the world. 


When in England he was fond of 


saying to those who had been accus- 
tomed to boast of the capacity and 
size of the dam constructed at Vern- 
wy, in Wales, whereby Liverpool and 
its suburb are supplied with water as 
pure as any that flows from an arte- 
sian well, that this great Welsh work, 
was, after all, trivial in comparison 
with the dam as Assouan. He went to 
Frame, nnrl the engineers there showed 
him the dam which France holds in 
proper pride, the famous Funds dam, 
and while he admitted that the French 
engineers had with great skill tri- 
umphed over certain topographical dif- 
ficulties, and h,id erected a dam whtfli 
is deservedly nf high rank in the list 
of the world's architecture 
of this 


size it was no more than a segment of 
the dam at Assouan. 


He (.imc to tho United States having 


in mind 'the facility of some of the 
American mechanical apparatus 
for 


certain grading or other work that is 
under way in the Upper Nile region. 
He goes back to Europe instructed by 
personal inspection with respect to a 
dam now almost completed, and which 
will undoubtedly be ready for its pub- 
lic service before the close of Mayor 
Low's administration. 
It is situated 


about thirty-five miles north of Man- 
hattan, in the valley 
of the 
Croton 


river. 
Its construction lias been so 


quietly carried on that this most ma- 
jestic of all the public works upon 
which New York city, or at least Man- 
hattan and the Bionx, depends for its 
existence, is unknown in the details 
of its proportions, nor is there any 
knowledge of what it will accomplish 
except among the administrative offi- 
cers of the city, the engineers find men 
of authority In the world of 
science, 


and a comparatively 
few who have 


marie an excuision to that desolated 
valley, once a beautiful farming dis- 
trict. 


Today, just as Mayor Low received 


authoritative announcement that this 
public work will be completed within 
.t year, he is also told th.it enormous 
as its capacity, nevertheless k will'not 
be adequate for the needs of Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx for more than five 
or six yeais. So today, while the major 
is considering other projects like the 
construction of bridges and the per- 
fecting of the rapid transit sjstem, he 
is compelled to make a memorandum 
so that ho may at the earliest moment 
call the attention of the legislature of 
tho city to tho imperative need that 
•within five or six years there shall 
be begun another system, fully match- 
ing the colossal one w h i c h 13 nearly 
completed, and w h i c h , when it was 
designed, was thought to be sufficient 
for Manhattan and the Bronx for the 
lifetime of thp generation. 


The dam at Assouan is not as groat 


as the Croton dnm, although it ap- 
proaches in magnitude 
the cojossal 


structure now almost completed fn the 
valley of the Croton. 
Tho Croton daj^j 


is 6,300 feet in length. That is some 
300 feet longer than the Assouan cUm. 
At places it is ninety feet in height, 
whereas at others tho htiuUnru is only 
one-thud of that altitude, and that is 
because of the varying topogiaphv ot 
the outcropping rex k upon which the 
dam is built. 
Tho Assouan dam aver- 


ages something over thirty feet in 
height. 


Whon Mr. Colemmi the contractoi 


who has spent some of the best yoaib 
of his life in tho construction of this 


i Croton work, was today nskcd how 
'much the Cioton dam ex< cods in mag- 
nitude that at Assouan, he replied that 
the question had been naked him many 
times and had come from many parts 
of the world, indicating that olsewhenc 
even as far away as India and Kong 
Kong, national pride has led to assti- 
tions on tho part of the Knglishmen 
that their Nile dam v. as the greatest 
in the world, and on the part of the 
Americans that the one near Nt w York 
was still larger. 
But Mr. Coleman 


sjid it was impossible, because there 
.ire no detailed measutcments of me 
Assouan dnm at h;uul, for him to say 
how much the f xcoss of tho Crolon 
dam mpasuiccl by toot 
or by cubic 


yard:; or oapac ity. It was enough to s.ty 
that our own public w o i k was conald- 
nrbly the greater. Therefore, tho sig- 
nll'leuncr.

vhen completed is so enormous that it

this dam would represent O I K - h a l f o£ 
the aggregate wraith of the ' whole 
United States. 
But it is only one of 


a aeries. A few miles further towarc 
the north nnrl at an altitude; of some 
fifty feet higher than that of the Cro- 
ton dam, tharr Is anothcry, and an 
hour's drive beyond at still greater al- 
titude, another, and farther on toward 
the north, still another, HO that there 


one above another these seveial 


dams, of which the- greatest Is tnat 
monster which IK at the lowobl n\t\- 
tudo. 


Together they have a capa< ity of 


00,000,000,000 gnlluriH 
of 
water, 
and 


when the aqueduota are completed to 
Manhattan and the Bronx, something 
that will be done within a few months 


000 gallons of water every day. 


None but those who know what IB 


the gigantic thirst, so to speak, o 
Manhattan 
and 
the 
Bronx 
would 


dream that a capacity of this charac- 
ter would after five or six years be 
insufficient for that part of the new 
city of New York which was the old. 


Furthermore, 
if 
the 
borough 
of 


Brooklyn grows as rapidly ns It. han 
been .stimulated to do in the past'four 
or live years it must either stretch out 
to the remote eastern end of 
Long 


Island, going to the water-shed of tho 
Chinnecock Hills, overcoming tho ob- 
jections of the farmers ami tho fisher 
men of that vicinity to this capture 
of that watershed, or else Brooklyn 
must turn to the Croton valley, and 
insist that an aqueduct carried 
'-by 


tunnel under the East river be so built 
as to afford Brooklyn an aqueduct wa- 
ter supply for many years. 


The valley of 
the Croton lies two 


miles to the east of the bluffs and hiils 
which flank the left bank of the Hud- 
son river. It is perhaps fiom ten 'o fif- 
teen miles in width 
and it extend 


from the Bronx by means of sloping 
uplands to the north for a distance of 
some sixty miles. 
It Is a historic spot 


and part of it was the neutral ground 
of the revolutionary ^ war. To the east 
the watershed divides almost upon the 
Connecticut boundary line and HO 'di- 
vides that at places there have been 
conflicts of jurisdiction. 


In order to 'provide for a supply of 


water that will duplicate the bO, 000,000 
Which Manhattan and the Bronx; are 
to have within a year it will be neces- 
sary for the engineers 
to take the 


compass or the north star lor their di- 
rection mark and to proceed northerly 
and still northerly until they have 
reached the limit of the 
watershed, 


which is almost as lar noith as the 
parallel of latitude which is the nor- 
therly boundary of the state of Con- 
necticut. Here by means of another 
dam matching the one which is almost 
completed in size and capacity it will 
be possible to provide a, water supply 
that will be demanded. 


Already the engineers are making 


suggestions involving the needs of a 
city of 10,000,000 inhabitants. But to 
do that they must carry their aque- 
ducts and construct their architecture 
as far noi th ,13 the headwaters of the 
majestic HuOson and tap the majestic 
watershed 
w h i c h 
the 
Auirondacks 


make. 
As an engineering proposition 


and as an economic one the old Ram- 
apo plan was defensible. It was the 
scandal of the jobbery behind it which 
ruined a proposition which its engin- 
eering and economic features was cn- 
tiivly practicable, although it would 
hiue involved tho construction of a 
tunnel aqueduct under the Hudson.
